wart of European} nationality. In somis of 
these, it has been’ impossible to trace, with 
any degree .of cortuinty, the source of the 
infection, and in suoh I have been compelled 

on the theory of an infected 
food-supply of Chinese origin ; in the series 
of -Buropean cases, howaver, which oc- 
ocurred ‘during the: month of June;: it is 
very clear to’ my mind that they must have 
had some connection with the mitk supplied

-., HOW TO LIVE LONG. 

Dr Charlos W. Purdy contributes to the 
North American Review for June an in- 
teresting practical article on ‘Popular 
Errors in Living.’ He asks himeelf tho 
following questions :~{1) Are we not bo- 
coming mora and more addicted to the use 
of drugs for the relief of ills and pains that 
are purcly the result of faulty habita of 
living, and most of which would be more 
surcly, moro effectively and permanently 


5 | relieved by simply correcting our improper 


habits ‘of flifo? (2). Are we not afilictod 
with a large amount of auifeting, misory, 
diseasa for which there is no necessity 
whatever ; and are we not likely through 
hereditary transmission to entail inuch of 
thik misery upon our offspring? (3). Do 
nota very large number of dur. peoplo dio 
roueh earlior in life than thei ponstitutions, 
Apparent vigour, and family histories would 
seem to warrant;-and are not these pro 
mature deaths very largely ennecseaiys 
and thorefore-“cleatly ,avoidable 7 is 
answer: to all three of ‘these is in the 
affirmative. He says :—tf a man who is 
horn of. healthy parents, aud who is him- 
self healthy at birth, become. sorionsly 
disabled in health before the age of frum 
sixty-five to seventy, barring accidents or 
infectious discaso, it is solely because he 
has not lived propetly: ; 
Wherein do ‘we fail to live 
Dr Purdy promptly and 
plains wherein tho error lies, First, well- 
to-do people est far too much meat and 
io of Bright's disesso, heart failure, and 
allied diseases between fifty and fifty- 
five, while ‘if thoy had adopted a 
mnvdifidd vegetarianism, they might 
have , attains their three-score years 
and ten, Next to--the-error of taking 
too mich matt is tio error of taking 
too much starchy food and sugar. “This 


being returned at} 


mistake is due quite a8 much to the drink- 
ing as to the cating. There is nearly a 

ound of sugar in every half a-dozen 
fottles of champagne, while somo domestic 
wines contain half-a-pound of sugar in 
every quart bottle. Beer has six grains 
of sugar per ounce. The headache and 
indigestion that follows drinking too much 
wine and beer is,.as a rule, due to the 
sugar, and not to the alcohol Another 
error which he states is the habit. of 
not wearing wool next to thé skin. 
Americans spend more moncy upon 
thoir dress than any, other nation, 
and physiologically are the 
dressed nation in the world. “Summing up 
chis obaeryations, Dr Purdy draws up the 
following rules for the readare-who wish ta 
Hlive-long, ahd retain health to. the end of 
the chapter. He says :~—The man of 
Tobust constitution and sedentary -habits 
should live largely upon fish, green 
vegetables, and acid fruits, eating butch- 
ers’ meat but once daily, He may in 
addition eat bread and potatoes, but 
these should constitute his limitof starchy: 
foods, 
various coroal breakfast. foods should 
be indulged in but rarely or alto- 
gether avoided. Sugar should be used but 
spanngly, and only as/s flavouring for food 
or beverages, and néver as a food in itself. 
Tf ho use wine with his dinner, it should 
preferably consist of the non-sacoharino 
order,; and he should limit the quanity of 
fluids consumed ‘with his m to from 
twelve to sixtetn ounces. He should dine 
between six and seven o’clook in the evens 
ing, and at all times eat in moderation, 
never under any ciroumatances overloading 
his stomach. 2 
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
